Objections to amended CLR plans 


CREWKERNE Town Council has recommended refusal 
“in the strongest possible terms” of a planning application 
by developers Taylor Wimpey, working on the CLR key 
site, for an addition to the previously agreed 525 houses 
and 10 hectare industrial area, plus link road. 

The outline application for up to 175 houses, a 60-bed 
nursing home and up to a hectare of employment land 
with vehicular access from Station Road and Blacknell 
Lane was put forward as the southern phase of the Crewk- 
eme key site on land off Station Road. 

Councillors previously unanimously voiced their objec¬ 
tion to the plans when it was brought before them in 
March, before it went to public consultation. At that time, 
town planner Harry Sedman, speaking on behalf of de¬ 
velopers Taylor Wimpey, said that due to the economics 
of the signed Section 106 agreement, including other ex¬ 
penses on the site, they were seeking approval of an 
amendment to the original site plan, phase one of which 
had already been approved. 

The council recommended refusal of the amended plans 
on various grounds, including the unnecessary need for 
additional housing, the unsuitable/inappropriate location 
of housing and a care home in such close proximity to an 
industrial estate, a waste recycling centre, metal reclama¬ 
tion site and the water treatment(sewage) plant. There 
were also concerns with regards to noise, smell and pol¬ 
lution, the lack of any medical infrastructure, loss of de¬ 
velopment land for commercial use and concerns with 
regards to employment for local people and the likely ne¬ 
cessity for travel to other 
towns, i.e. the sustainabil¬ 
ity for Crewkerne.

Pailthorpe, pointed out that the original CLR application 
was well-balanced and had been well-thought through 
over many years, to include employment opportunity. He 
felt that Taylor Wimpey had not fully investigated the 
employment land use and was more concerned with 
building houses for financial gain, rather than taking into 
consideration the benefits to the community. 

Brian Forster spoke on behalf of the Crewkerne Area 
Business Chamber to raise objections to the use of the 
land for anything other than employment. The chamber, 
like the council, is concerned that Crewkerne could be¬ 
come a dormitory town if the application was allowed. 

£3.8m for road repairs 

SOMERSET County Council has welcomed news that it 
will receive an extra £3.8million of government funding 
to repair the county's roads. 

In reaction to the news, cabinet member for highways 
and transport, Councillor Harvey Siggs, said: "This is 
great news for Somerset's roads.The funding will allow 
us to add to the significant work that we are already 
doing to improve our highways and byways. Somerset 
has previously been recognised for good practice in 
dealing with potholes and the recent pothole report 
highlighted these to other local authorities. After the 
severe weather we have experienced over the past cou¬ 
ple of years, this funding is very welcome news." 

Somerset County Council repaired over 25,000 pot¬ 
holes during the last financial year, which amounts to 
almost 70 everyday.

A cafe area worked well between the trees and the re¬ 
freshment team said being able to serve from the 
church facilities via the west door was a real advantage. 

Youngsters and the young at heart could test their 
skills at scoring goals with a football or learning how to 
kick box with William Scott-Robinson from Merriott 
Karate Club. 

The feedback from the change was favourable, with 
many people feeling it was more of a village event, 
being so visible in the churchyard and spread across the 
two venues.

Would you like a beer with that madam? 


I F YOU are looking for a traditional family run pub 
with good food and ale and a village atmosphere 
then you can't go wrong with the Volunteer Inn at 
Seavington near llminster. 

Affectionally known as 'the Volley' locally, your hosts 
are Colin and Ruth Turner who are a reai team; Colin 
brews his own beer in 'the Windy' micro- brewery 
started in 2011 and Ruth enjoys cooking really whole¬ 
some, fresh food for their customers.The menu offers 
such delights as homemade soups, liver and 
bacon,cider baked ham and eggs,salmon and broccoli 
lasagne and roasted veg pie. Her philosophy is there is 
no fast food,only good food freshly cooked as fast as 
possible. The desserts are a slice of heaven and if you 
fancy more than one slice, she is happy to mix it 
up,sticky toffee pudding and her backed chocolate 
cheesecake together make an indulgence for any sweet 
lover. Her most popular creation is a lemon and white 
chocolate bread and butter pudding and a Bakewell pie 
with a secret ingredient. 

With the help of Ruth's palate, Colin has been refining 
his brewing recipes to appeal more to women and to 
compliment the food they serve. He thinks it a shame 
that many women overlook real ale in favour of wine, 
due to misconceptions about its taste and calorific 
value (which is actually less than your average glass of 
vino) and he has some elegant stemmed pint glasses 
for those put off by the traditional jar. He said men 
drink wine, why can't women drink beer? I don't want 
them put off by the pumps. Women tend to go for the 
darker beers and malts, the blokes like the hops 
The brewery was named Windy by Ruth, due to the 
weather the poor builder had to endure when they put 
up the extension, consequently the couple name all the 
beer with elemental titles such as Summer Breeze 
(makes you feel good) Tornado Bitter, Flurry Easterly IPA 
a golden ale and Foggy Dew a traditional oatmeal 
stout. With their sense of fun, they did have one called 
Gale but drew the line at force 12 after the recent 
weather in the county. 

There are up to five beers on tap, with specials coming 




up regularly plus traditional ciders and Colin prides him¬ 
self in being able to recommend an ale, in the same way 
a wine waiter recommends a vintage grape. The beauty 
of brewing himself, Colin said, is that he gets immediate 
feedback and can tweak the next batch until he gets 
what his customers prefer, he is very knowledgeable in 
the alchemy of the brewing process having studied 
under a head brewer in Yorkshire. As a Northern lad 
himself, he likes a northern style beer with a good head. 
Hops range incredibly in their flavour and likens the 
process to a painter, he said the brewer puts all the in¬ 
gredients together and the beer makes itself. 

Colin is more than happy to show anyone around the 
Windy and talk about his love of the hop and of you 
dine at Ruth's table he will recommend the ale to suit.

Nottinghamshire got off to a disappointing start at 
Trent Bridge on Sunday writes Howard Larcombe. 

The Cidermen went into the game without the 
services of South-African all-rounder Johan My- 
burgh who fractured a finger in theT20 Blast defeat 
against Middlesex last Wednesday. But skipper Mar¬ 
cus Trescothick was back after a spell on the side¬ 
lines with a groin injury. 

Things started well for Trescothick when he won 
the toss and opted to bat first in the Notting¬ 
hamshire sunshine. 

But they were up against it early on against the 
hosts'four-pronged seam attack and lurched from 
14 for 2 to 46 for 4 before Trescothick and Craig 
Kieswetter repaired some of the damage to take to 
score to 90 for 4 at lunch. 

Trescothick was eventually ninth man out at 155 
for a 16-boundary top-score of 87 with no other 
batsman reaching 20. 

The eventual total of 168 in 51.2 overs was well 
below par and this was emphasized as Notts eased 
their way to a 208 for 1 and already a lead of 40 at
